CONSERVATIVES MAKE GAINS BUT 
a LABOR STILL LEADS 

Perhaps no British election has been watched with great- 
et interest than the current battle between the Laborites and 
the Conservatives. From the count of the ballots it is clear 
that this was the battle, and that the other parties, including 
the Liberals, played a very small part in the procedure. 

The result of the election was just about as was expected: 
with the popularity of the labor government dropping quite 

sharply, but still remaining sufficiently strong to keep the 
Conservatives out of power. . 

Greatest undermining factor in the Labor party’s efforts 
to improve conditions has, without question, been the fact that 
British labor has not co-operated wholeheartedly with their 
elected parliament. Perhaps in no other Western country 
is the responsibility of labor as a factor in rehabilitation so 
great as it is in Britain. Britain suffered very severely in the 
war. Not only did she lose a tremendous number of man hours 
as labor was directed into wartime production, but she incur- 
red tremendous debts, and was forced to liquidate great over- 
seas holdings to provide needed finances. Then too, she suf- 
fered great destruction at home. 

With her trade badly disrupted, her markets to a large 
extent lost, and her home economic condition in a shambles, 
great and active co-operation on the part of the great majority 
of her people, particularly the working man, was an essential 
xequirement,.a basic need, of her re-establishment program. 

Moreover the employers of labor also had their important 
part in the introduction of a modernization program that would 
enable labor to use its efforts more efficiently. 


Shorter hours and greater rates of pay, both very credit- 
able objectives, are things which must be based on accomplish- 
ed conditions, rather than precede them. They may lead to 
an extent, and thus drive management to greater efficiency, 
but if this lead is too great, the result is curtailed production 
at higher prices. When we add to the handicap of shorter 
hours and higher wages, the general slacking which is report- 
ed to exist, we find @ situation which further reduces produc- 
tion and increases prices. . thus putting Britain in a position 
where her recovery, if she can accomplish. it, will be projected 
farther and farther into the future. 

While same Britons revel in the higher wages and shorter 
hours . and lessenend efforts . there appears to be a grow- 
ing number who realize that such butterfly tactics may result 
in quite a bit of hunger when the ant (if he can be found) re- 
fuses to extend his aid. 

While nationalization can well lead to inefficiency, we do 
not believe that nationalization is the basic cause of Britain’s 
slowness of recovery. . the lack of individual effort lies at the 
seat of all, and until something is done to call Britons to their 
industrial arms, improvement of her economic condition may 
be expected to lag. 1 8 

While we feel that in war, Churchill was the man of the 
hour, we are inclined to think that the Conservatives would 
have been in a stronger position had they found another lead- 
er for peacetime politics. Without Churchill the tides of war 
might well have flowed differently. . . but he created many 
enemies among the little people of Britain. He drove them for 
war production, and they submitted quite willingly and with 
great energy.. but he did not show himself as a friend of the 
working man as such. Should Britain again be called upon to

No one would say that thé men now 
in power are not good men, No one 
would charge them with being driven 
by autocratic urgings. They are just 
men with a set idea: They are con- 
scious that they have the welfare of 
the people at heart. Because they are 
do eager to accomplish all the good 
they plan, they are impatient at the 
hint of restraint, irritated by ant fear- 
ful of any criticism. It is difficult for 
them to realize that most despotisms 
have begun in the minds of men Who 
honestly believed that they knew what 
was best for the people, and were as 
honestly determined to assure it. 
Everyone is faced with that danger, 
that his plans may become more im- 
portant than their purpose. When that 
happens, he who should be a helpful 
critic becomes an enemy of the plan, 
and it becomes right. to oppress him.

‘When the week-long sports spectacle 
concluded at Auckland, N.Z., recently 
the point difference between the 
fourth-place Canadian team and the 
top-ranking.

_ Australia’s effort was the best since 
the 12-country event was first run off 
at Hamilton, Ont:, in 1930.

A zoning’ by-law is in the process of 
preparation. Its purpose will be to pre 
vent cheap buildings from being erect- 
ed beside expensive ones, When a 
‘shack is erected next to a good resi- 
dence the value ot the good building 
drops at once and the zening by-law 
whith, in my opinion should have been 
in force years ago will prevent this. 

A by-law has already been prepared 
which withholds the title to all parcels 
of land sold by the town until the pur- 
chaser has satisfied the town that the 
improvements erected fulfil all re- 
quirements. This will prevent specula- 
tion in town property. 

To sum up, the Town of Wainwright 
is at present experiencing .a building 
boom that will probably continue for 
some time. Your Committee on Prop- 
erty and Assessment is attempting to 
control this building and expansion 
and allow the tewn to grow in an or- 
derly manner. Ag we grow and our 
population increases you may expect 
more for your tax dollar. Our aim is 
to get as much as we can for the 
Town for as reasonable a tax rate as 
possible, and while our mill rate seems 
high it compares very favorably with 
other similar centres in Alberta. It is 
our intention to continue this program.
